Into Effect on July 1st 


An order of the Governor- 
General in Canada has just 
been issued declaring that the 
new Bankruptey Act shall 
come into force on the let July 
next. This Act was drawn by 
i special cgmmittee of the Can- 


adian Bar Association, whose 
meetings in Winnipeg last 
August attracted so wide at- 


tention, and the law as laid 
down is declared by all to be 
the best piece ot legislation 
ever attempted on the contin- 
ent, 

An exumivation of the act 
reveuls the tact that anyoue 
jmay be declared a bankrupt 
who makes an assignment for 
the general benetit of creditors, 
|makes a fraudulent transfer of 
|his property, prefers one credit- 
;or to the injury of others, ab- 
sconds from paying his debts, 
permits au execution to remain 
in the Sheriff's hands unsatis- 
fied, any 
showing insolvency or makes 


makes statement 


any bulk sale without comply- 
ing with the Bulk Sales Act. 
If any person commite any 
of the foregoing acts a petition 
may be presented within six 
months by any creditor or com- 
hined creditors whose claims 
amount to $500, when the pro- 
ceedings are heard and an order 
declaring such persona bank- 
rupt or the petition dismissed. 
| Where a person who has been 
adjudged a bankrupt obtains 
credit for $50 or engages in any 
trade, business or ¢alling either 
jin his own name or under an 
assumed name, he is liable to a 
jfine of $500 and ua term of im- 
| prisoument not exceeding one 
|year, 
All trades 


keep proper

books ot avcounts 
otherwise they are liable for 
heavy penalties. The scupe of 
the Act is far reaching, as it in- 
cludes wage earners of $1500 a

Farm That is Too 
Valuable to Keep 


More Opportunity to Turn Capital to 
Account in Canada Than in the 
Older Settled Districts 
to the South. 

An Illinois farmer who has been 
looking over land in Alberta during 
the last few days expressed the opin- 
ion that his own farm, which has been 
in the possession of his famity for 
to keep. “Feeding cattle on land 
valued at $400 an acre,” he says, “is 
rather a big proposition, And so he 
is looking over Alberta where equally 
suitable, if not better land, can be 
obtained at less than one-tenth of the 
above figure. 

The fact that this farmer has a 
family of nine, five boys and four 
girls, is no doubt having some influ- 
ence on his decision to “seek pastures 
new.” In the older states to the south, 
the providing of land for a family 
like this is not an easy matter even 
for the most wealthy. There is cer- 
tainly far more opportunity for a man 
with a large family to turn his capital 
and the energy of himself and his 
family to account in a country like 
Canada at the present time, than there 
is in the older scttled districts to the 
south. 

This farmer is much pleased with 
what he has seen in the Canadian 
West. He found the big husky cattle 
free from tuberculosis, and also found 
there was money in buying the feeders 
there at 15c, and feeding for four 
months, He knows this business, for 
he has been feeding about 1,000 cattle 
each year, and turning them off to 
the beef market. He also belicyes 
that there should be a good future ‘or} 
the cattle business in Canada, since, 
as he states, it only stands to reason 
that England is going to show prefer- 
ence to her dominions when she gocs 
onto the market to buy her beef.

Practically al! of the lumber com- 
panies are exp nding facilitics to meet 
the heavy demand, The most notable 
expansion is Meing made by the Mc- 
Laren Lumb& Company, of Blair- 
more, in south$rn Alberta, This firm 
is preparing tH increase its daily cap- 
acity from 8000 to 300,000 feet. 

The Phoenéx Lumber Company is 
increasing its: capacity by erecting a 
new mill onthe Canadian National 
Railway and Saskatchewan River near 
Harburg. This company is engaged 
in filling an prder for 500,000 railway 
ties placed ly the Canadian National 
Railways, and the order is to be filled 
Seycral 
hundred bushimen are engaged on this 
company’s Werths. 

The Eau Claire Lumber Company, 
of Calgaty, is making plans toy heavy 
cutting. The total output pianned is 
for more than 7,000,000 feet, of which 
4,000,000 feet is to be produced on the 
Spray River, near Banff, and 3,000,000 
on the Ghost River, northwest of 
Morley, Alberta, Other companies 
are also preparing to mect the heavy 
demand for lumber by increasing the 
quantity of timber cut and the capac- 
ity of their mills, 

The Crown timber inspector says 
that the cutting of timber would be 
the largest for*many years, if not the 
heaviest in the province's history, The 
crews on all berths are larger than in 
previous years. 

Orders and prices are higher than 
at any time previously, Lumber com- 
panies are being offered from $36 to 
$40 per thousand fect, while wages for 
bushmen have increased from $35 a 
month and board in pre-war years to 
$85 a month and board,

Commission of Conservationg Prepare 
A Valuable Book For Ue “of 
Canadian Farmers 
Farming is a business, and if it does 
not pay, the farmer wants to know the 
reasofi, Some record of reccipts and 
expenses, together with an inventory, 
must he kept if he is to know how his 
business is prospering. An inventory 
should be taken at ‘the beginning and 


end of the farmer's yéar, this list to| 
include live stock, feed, implements, | 
Those who keep no accounts} 
have, at best, only an estimate of} 


etc, 


their business, and cannot consider 
any one phase of the farm operations 
distinctly enough to know whether it 
pays or not. ‘ 

An account book consisting of 28 
large ruled pages has been prepared 
by the Commission of Conservation, 
and will be supplied free to bona fide 
farmers on request. It-is published in 
the hope of introducing a simple and 
efficient form of farm accounting, and 
of encouraging farmers to adopt a 
practical system of bookkeeping, In 
addition to the ledger leaves, the book 
contains some valuable information 
and hints for agriculturalists, togeth- 
er with a calendar of 1919, 1920 and 
1921. The book is printed in both 
French and English, and in forward- 
ing requests for a copy, should the 
applicant prefer the text in the French 
language this should be stated. As the 
supply of these account books is ne- 
cessarily limited, farmers should 
lose no time in sending in their re- 
quests, addressing the Commission of 
Conservation, Ottawa, Ont. 


Hay Prices Advancing

The increase in price 
will not affect the hay being brought 
in from outside markets by the gov- 
ernment, this being sold at cost price 
to farmers throughout the province. 
To date about 9,000 tons have been 
bought by the government, mostly 
from Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec, 
and the selling price, delivered to 
farmers in Alberta, has ranged from 
$33 to $36 per ton.

Wheat in Western Provinces 


Saskatchewan Credited With Produc- 
ing Over Half of Wheat 
Grown in Canada 

In point of both yield and value of 
wheat, Saskatchewan leads among the 
provinces. Of the total product last 
season, it is credited with 97,933,000 
bushels, or slightly over 50 per cent. 
This should be worth about $200,000,- 
000, or at least one-half of the entife 
value of the wheat crop of the whole 
Dominion, ‘ 

Manitoba comes sccond with 43,- 
206,000 bushels, all of this with the 
exception of 93,000 bushels being 
spring wheat. The value is approxi- 
mately $90,000,000, The acreage was 
2,880,331, or about 100,000 less th 
in 1918. The average yield was 
bushels per acre. 

Alberta's yield was 26,131,000 bush- 
els, of which all but 680,000 bushels 
was spring wheat. The value stands 
at about $53,000,000. The area sown 
was 400,000 acres In excess of that 
of 1918, and the average yield 6.25 
bushels per acre.

Many New Schools 
In Saskatchewan 
Consolidation of School Districts Has 
Become More Popular. 

A total of 154 were added in 1919 
to the number ef public schools in 
Saskatchewan, making the grand total 
4,300. Consolidation of school dis- 
tricts, which was introduced a few 
years ago, has lately become more 
popular, there now being thirty-one 
consolidated school districts in the 
province. ; 

As the word implies, consolidation 
‘means the merging of several public 
school districts in order to build a 
large central school with better facili- 
ties than the ordinary rural school 
district can afford. These now in 
existence cover areas of from forty to 


seventy-five square miles, Department . 


of education officials say that there 


&.. be a substantial addition to the 


fumber of consolidated schools dur- 
ing 1920. 

An important feature of educational 
growth in Sautiatcligwoe in 1919 has, 
been the additions to the collegiate’ 
institutes, three being added during 
the year. One new high school has 
been established, making a total for 
the province of twenty-four_ high 
schools and collegiates since 1907,

Muskrats i in ithe 
Luxury Class 


Demand Has Reached a Point Where 
There Is Danger of Extermina- 
tion of This Furbearer 

The plebcian muskrat is coming in- 
to its own. Before the war, ratskins 
could be obtained from the trappers 
at from 20 to 30 cents each. “Fur 
Farming in Canada,” published by the 
Commission of Conservation in 1914, 
quotes autumn muskrat skins in Eas- 
tern Canada at 25 cents for large 
skins and 15 cents for small. Today, 
autumn muskrat skins are bringing in 
Quebec from $3.25 each for current 
collections fo $4.50 each for the best 
rat skins, 

Fashion is responsible for these 
high prices. Muskrat, when plucked 
and dyed, becomes Hudson seal, The 
demand has reached a point where 
there is danger of the extermination 
of this furbearer, and in Ontario it 
can only be taken during the spring 
season, when, it is claimed, the fur 
is at its ‘best, 

This ‘increased price of the raw 
pelts is naturally reflected in the 
prices of Hudson seal coats, which in 
1915 were quoted by a “well-known 
furrier as ranging from $100 to $125, 
whereas today the prices range from 
$400 to $450, and in 1920 will prob- 
ably be $600 to $650, 

The present demand for skins and 
the high prices now being paid will 
probably lead to the establishment of 
muskrat farms in Canada,

Health Society of Denmark Has Made 
Country One of the Most 
Prosperous in Europe 

Denmark affords an interesting ex- 
ample of the connection between the 
promotion of health and the promo- 
tion of material prosperity, Accord- 
ing to a special correspondent of the 
London ‘limes, who reccuatly visited 
Denmark, a great deal of its prosper- 
ity in later years has been due to the 
operations of the Danish Health So- 
ciety. 

Twenty-five , years ago Denmark 
was faced with despair, and today she 
is one of the most prosperous coun- 
trics in Europe. Lhe Times corres- 
pondent ascribes this largely to the 
work of Licut-Col. Henrico Mylius 
Dalgas, who founded the Health So- 
ciety of Denmark. It is so custom= 
ary to associate a health society with 
inedical propaganda that it is some- 
what astonishing to find that one of 
the principal activities of the Danish 
Health Society has been the reclama- 
tion of barren heaths and moors and 
the irrigation of dry waste lands in 
Jutland. The Society has a member- 
ship of 9,416, and obtains a contribu- 
tion towards its work from the state.

Cannot Injure Nation’s 
Rights 

Turkey's right to political existence 
is upheld in an address issued to the 
people by the Sultan, Hope is ex- 
pressed that the peace to be conclud- 
ed with the cntente powers will be 
one of dignity and will result in the 
retirement of allied forces, who are 
at present holding portions of the em- 
pire. 

“Right dominates everything and 
nothing can destroy it,” the address 
declares, “The reverses of war can- 
not injure a nation’s right to political 
existence as long as its legislative 
and executive functions maintain 
close collaboration and unite 
efforts toward safeguarding the rights 
and interests of the state. I hope it 
will be possible by divine grace to 
secure a peace safeguarding the unity 
of our empire as well as the honor 
and dignity of the nation, and as- 
suring the deliverance of our invaded 
provinces, 

“T appeal to parliament to support 
the government so that measures in- 
tended to repair the effects of war 
may be carried out, that all branches 
of administration may be reformed, 
and that the guarantees of the rights 
of minorities may be respected.”

Southern Alberta 


‘Success This Year at Experimental 


Farm Near Lethbridge. 

Cigars made from tobacco grown in 
Southern Alberta were recently dis- 
tributed at a dinner of the Rotary 
Club at Lethbridge. The tobacco was 
grown on the Dominion Experimental 
Farm near Lethbridge last summer, 
Seed of a cigar variety was obtained 
from Ottawa, and planted last spring 
under glass. Between fifty and sixty 


plants were afterwards transplanted

Free Distribution

* For some years past the Canadian 
overnment has distributed samples 
high class wheat, oats, and barley 
free of cost to farmers applying for 
them, The object is, of course, to en- 
courage the tse of pure seed, The 
distribution is made from the cereal 
division of the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farm at Ottawa. 

This season, for the first time, 
samples of flax seed are being distri- 
buted free to farmers. The samples 
contain about two pounds of seed, 
enough to sow about one-thirtieth of 
an acre. The quantity of fibre flax 
seed available this season is very 
small, and enough requests have al- 
ready been reccived to dispose of it 
all; but applications for samples of 
flax for the production of seed can be 
accepted for some little time yet, 
though the number will necessarily be 
limited.- These samples will be reserv- 
ed chiefly for farmers in districts 
where the cultivation of flax for seed 
has been found profitable. The varicty 
of flax for fibre purposes, which is be- 
ing distributed, is a new selected 
strain, named Longstem, and it has 
already made a name for itself as a 
singularly fine variety. 


A “‘Hide-and-Seek” Sea 


One of Wonders of Imperial Valley 
in California 

An inland sea which, according to 

geologists, has changed from sea to 

desert, and back again to sea, at least 

50 times since its inception, is one of 


&: wonders of the Imperial Valley in 


alifornia. At the present time the 
Salton Sea, which is 160 feet below 
the ocean’s level, is receding from its 
banks at the rate of approximately a 
mile a year. Today the sea is 18 
miles long and nine miles wide at its 
widest point. In the heat of the tor- 
rid season the temperature in its 
neighborhood is from 10 to 20 de- 
grees cooler than that of the surroun- 
ding country and outdoor dances are 
held on one of the abandoned fish- 
piers left high and dry by the reced- 
ing waters, The Salton Sea is situat- 
ed in the very heart of the principal 
date-producing region of America. 
The land left bare by the retreating 
waters is eagerly sought by agricul- 
turists, who stake their claims far out 
into’ the water in anticipation of fur- 
ther recessions. The soil is of salt- 
incrusted adobe clay and very fertile. 
Mud volcanoes, miniature geysers, 
and bubbling “paintpots” attract 
many tourists to the spot. The qual- 
ity of the colored pigment thrown up 
@Bithe volcanic “paintpots” is declar- 
ed to rival the best European sienna 
and umber. Utilization of this new- 
found color supply may soon render 
the continuation of European imports 
of such pigment unnecessary.

Farmers Raise Large Crops Year 
After Year Whether the Natural 
Rainfall Is Ample or Not. 

The value of irrigation in Southern 
Alberta is very forcibly illustrated by 
a comparison of the quantity of wheat 
loaded and stored at Coaldale station 
with the quantities at other points. 
Though only a comparatively new sta- 
tion, Coaldale received 112,000 bushels 
of 1919 wheat before the end of the 
year, leaving 75,300 bushels in store. 
This is more than twice as much as 
shipped from any other station in this 
part of the province, Nanton being 
the nearest to it with 49,116 bushels, 
a district which in normal years pro- 
duces more than a million bushels of 
wheat. 

The reason of Coaldale’s compara- 
tively heavy shipments of wheat is ir- 
rigation, Farmers in this district are 
not dependent upon the rainfall, but 
raise large crops year after year whe- 
ther the natural rainfall is ample or 
not, Besides the big crops of wheat 
farmers in this district also had heavy 
crops of alfalfa hay, which has very 
good returns this year,

Big Oil Pogk Under the Alberta 
Prairie Which, Geologists 
State, Exists. 
| Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
will be spent in Alberta in the search 
of oil during the present year, and the 
area of development will extend right 
from the international boundary to 

the McKenzie River basin. 

Southern Alberta will seé the 
greatest efforts with plenty of big 
capital in the enterprise, Last summer 
the Imperial] Oil Company announced 
and-commenced a-scheme-for a thor- 
ough investigation of Alberta’s oil re- 
sources. The development _ work 
proper hardly got rightly started 
when the winter set in, but the next 
spring this company will be at it in 
good shape. 

It is said that the Shell Oil Com- 

pany, the world’s rival of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, and in which the 
British government is interested to 
the extent of $100,000,000, is busy in- 
vestigating the field, and has already 
|picked wp large lease holdings 
throughout Southern Alberta pre- 
paratory to development which will 
rival that announced by the Imperial 
Oil Company. With these two com- 
| panies racing to see which will be the

Order in Council 
To Govern Aircraft 


Regulations for Canada as Announced 
By an Order-In-Council, 

Regulations to which all persons 
operating aircraft in Canada, whether 
for private or commercial purposes, 
will in future be required to conform, 
have been approved by the governor- 
in-council and will shortly be distri- 
buted. They provide for the registra- 
tion, by the Canada air board, of all 
aircraft and the issuance of certificates 
to pilots, without which certificate no 
person can fly in Canada, These cer- 
tificates are obtainable only after ap- 
plicants have satisfied the board, by 
certain stipulated tests, that they are 
qualified to operate a machine, and 
have aso passed a medium examina- 
tion. In the case of pilots operating 
machines for commercial purposes, 
medical examinations must be passed 
every six months, and in the case of 
private flyers, every 12 months. 

An interesting feature of the regu- 

lations is that all registered aircraft 
are subject to call of the state in time 
‘of war, and that all persons holding 
commercial pilot's certificates be- 
come, during a war period, members 
of the Canadian Air Force. All air 
harbors are subject to the control of 
the military authorities during war 
time, Machines must bear certain 
markings which are clearly indicated 
in the regulations and aero and sea- 
plane stations are also marked. No 
passenger aircraft is permitted to 
carry any explosive, and mails shall 
not be carrried without the written 
authority of the postmaster-general, 

A pilot's certificate does not author- 
ize the holder to fly for height or for 
any reward except a prize in a con- 
test under the auspices of a recogniz- 
ed aeronautical association. He must, 
before taking up a passenger, have 
completed at least 10 hours’ solo fly- 
ing and must make at least five flights 
of certain stipulated hcights and 
distances before being counted elig- 
ible for a certificate. Commercial 
pilots’ certificates, it is provided, shall 
not be granted to persons under 19 
years of age, and only after the satis- 
faction of technical, medical and fly- 
ing tests. These include a cross-coun- 
try or overseas flight of at least 175 
mniles, beginning and ending at the 
same point, and a night flight of thirty 
minutes at a height of at least 1,500 
feet above the ground. 

The question of customs collections 
at the international boundary has 
been solved by a ruling to the effect 
that all aircraft flying across the line 
will be required to stop at one of the 
border stations for examination. For- 
eign aircraft must not conduct a busi- 
ness of transporting passengers or 
freight between points within the 
boundaries of Canada, but may carry 
them from a point in the U.S. to a 
point in Canada, 

In the pamphlet which is being 
printed by the air board and which 
will include all the regulations, the 
conventions relating to international 
air navigation were agreed upon, 
subject to certain reservations, 
by the international commission of 
aerial navigation which was constl- 
tuted as a sub-commission of the 
peace conference,

An illustration of the development 
of mixed farming in many districts in 
Central and Northern Saskatchewan 
and Alberta is a report received from 
Wadena, Sask., recently. This district 
has beeri blessed with a bumper crop. 
Yields of wheat are reported at from 
thirty-five to forty-five bushels to the 
acre and oats at from seventy to nine- 
ty bushels to the acre. Each of the 
four large elevators is full to the limit 
and the grain cannot be moved fast 
enough for the farmers. 

But it {s not on grain only that this 
district and many others similar to it 
are relying. In one week in October 
a train load of cattle valued at’ nearly 
one hundred thousand dollars were 
shipped to the United States. Other 
heavy shipments have also been made, 
In place of these a number of heavy 
shipmenta of cattle have been brought 
in, and more are still arriving in a 
steady stream, Sheep are also being 
brought into the district in large 


numbers, One farmer alone has just™ 


received 1,500 head and was bringing 
in another three thousand head.

Fish For the Prairie Farmer 


Thousands of Pounds of Fish Arrive 

Daily from Lakes of the North. 

Thousands of pounds of fish arrive 
daily in Turtleford, in Central Saskat- 
chewan, brought by farmers, ranchers, 
and Indians from Island Lake, Turtle 
Lake and other lakes of the north. 
An average load of fish weighs two 
thousand pounds and some of these 
loads come from 150 miles north of 
Turtleford. White fish is brought in 
greatest quantities; jackfish ranks 
next, then pickerel and suckers. Trout 
will arrive shortly in limited quantity, 
being found in one lake only, The first 
car lot was shipped to Saskatoon on 
December 29, Boxes and sacks are 
shipped every day, bearing fish to all 
parts of the province. Orders and re- 
peat orders come in by mail daily and 
some of the larger purchasers come 
in person to make arrangements and 
éclections,
